shot and killed Wednesday last in the 
apartm ent of the Russian singer De 
Rydzewski) by the commission of four 
American doctors appointed by Con­ 
sul-General Gowdy at the Instance of 
the state departm ent, at W ashington, 
was made this morning a t the morgue. 
it tended to establish the fact that 
Mrs. Gore did not commit suicide. 
The American doctors found th at the 
bullet entered the pupil of the right 
eye, cutting the lower eyelid, 
and 
emerged in the rear of the right side 
of the head at less than half an inch 
elevation from the point of entry. I he 
body bore no m arks of a struggle and 
there were no powder m arks at the 
entrance of the wound. 
The doctors have been given forty- 
eight hours in which to consult the 
official report. 
Mr. Gowdy, in the meantime, has o r­ 
dered them not to give any official 
opinion on the case. 
He is seeking to 
avoid a clash with the French experts. 
The report of the American commis­ 
sion will be restricted to the pathology 
of the wound and the direction of the 
bullet, with no opinion as to the cause 
of death. 
The four American doctors, Messrs.

shot and killed W ednesday last in the 
apartm ent of the Russian singer De 
Rydzewski) by the commission of four 
American doctors appointed by Con­ 
sul-General Gowdy at the instance of 
the state departm ent, a t Washington, 
was made this morning at the morgue. 
It tended to establish the fact that 
Mrs. Gore did not commit suicide. 
The American doctors found that the 
bullet entered the pupil of the right 
eye, cutting the lower eyelid, 
and 
emerged in the rear of the right side 
of the head at less than half an inch 
elevation from the point of entry. I he 
body bore no m arks of a struggle and 
there were no powder m arks at the 
entrance of the wound. 
The doctors have been given forty- 
eight hours in which to consult the 
official report. 
Mr. Gowdy, in the meantime, has o r­ 
dered them not to give any official 
opinion on the case. 
He is .seeking to 
avoid a clash with the French experts. 
The report of the American commis­ 
sion will be restricted to the pathology 
of the wound and the direction of the 
bullet, with no opinion as to the cause 
of death. 
The four American doctors, Messrs. 
A. J. Mang-in. Edm und L. Gres, T u rn ­ 
er and W hitmen, were present at the 
examination as were also Dr. Soequet 
(who made the first autopsy) at the 
request of the French officials and M. 
Paquet. representing Mr- Gowdy. The 
body was brought into the am phithe­ 
atre used for dem onstrations before 
itudents.

tled when the autopsy will tak e place. 
Mr. Gowdy 
Is now 
seeking 
to obtain 
possession of the rem ains, 
but It will 
probably he necessary to m ake an appli­ 
cation to the exam ining m agistrate. The 
funeral has been arranged for 2 o'clock 
tom orrow 
afternoon 
In the

church on the Rue dc Berri.

The questions before the A m erican m ed­ 
ical com m ission are delicate,

Interesting Report by 
North 
S. N. D.

Mr. S. N. D. North, the secretary of 
the National Association of Wool Man­ 
ufacturers, has recently sent out 
the 
annual woo! review of the association 


j for the year 1902. This is an exceeding­ 
ly interesting statistical statem ent, be 
an estim ate of the domestic wool clip 
of the current year, a report of 
the 
importation 
of foreign 
wools on the 
development 
of 
the 
m anufacturing 
business, 
and, in fact, 
the statistics 
generally of the wool and woolen trade 
The estim ate of the num ber of sheep 
In 
the 
United States, exclusive of 
lambs under one year old, is 42,000,000, 
this being a slight increase on 
the es­ 
tim ated number of sheep in this coml 
try in 
the year 1901. 
The average 
weight 
of fleeces 
for this 
year 
is 
somewhat 
greater 
than that of last 
year, making the estim ate for 1902 of 
fleece and pulled wool, washed and in 
the grease, 316.341,032 pounds, this be­ 
ing an increase of 13,838.650 pounds over 
and above the estim ated wool product 
of last 
year, 
or, 
bringing this down 
to the basis of scoured wool—that is, 
wool in a condition to be used in the 
m ills—the 
am ount 
of 
our 
national 
product this year is 137,912,085 pounds. 
The estim ated production df scoured 
wool of the United States for the cur­ 
rent year is not much greater than the 
estimated production for the year 1888 
is considerably sm aller than the es­ 
tim ated production of 
the years 1890- 
91-92-93 and 1894 inclusive. 
In fact, 
Mr. North makes the point, which the 
results of the national census of ag ri­ 
culture confirm, th at the number of 
sheep east of the Missouri 
river 
is 
steadily declining, each state showing 
a decided falling off in this class of 
industry, while in practically all of the 
states beyond the Missouri river the 
lim it of production has been reached. 


said to be fully stocked, those of Utah 
[overstocked; the ranges of Wyoming 
are about full, and Montana appears 
to be the only state capable of an in ­ 
crease. 
New' conditions of civilization, 
the need of a large part of the land for 
cattle-raising purposes and the estab­ 
lishm ent of forest preserves 
by the 
United States have all 
tendered 
to 
greatly restrict the area that can be 
devoted to sheep raising; hence it may 
be said that the United States has 
about reached the limit of its sheep 
production, although the annual supply 
falls far short of the needs of the peo­ 
ple. 
When the question of the duty upon 
wool was made a public issue in the 
campaigns of some years ago it was 
generally affirmed that if a high duty 
were put upon imported wool there 
was the best of reasons for believing 
that enough wool would 
quickly be 
produced in the United States to en­ 
tirely supply the needs of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
It is, of course, not im­ 
possible that if a duty of a dollar a 
pound were placed upon imported wool 
the consumptive demand of the Amer­ 
ican people would be sufficiently re­ 
duced to permit the stim ulated pro­ 
duction in this country to supply all 
of our needs, just as we might raise 
all the tea and coffee which the Amer­ 
ican people consume lf we absolutely 
prohibited the im portation of foreign 
grown tea and coffee. 
But in the ab­ 
sence of some such drastic action the 
experience of the last few years indi­ 
cates with tolerable clearness that no 
amount of protection accorded to the 
wool grower will ever place him in a 
position to supply more than a frac­ 
tion of the need of the American peo­ 
ple. 
To continue 
to compel 
every 
wearer of woolen or worsted garments, 
every user of a carpet or a blanket, to 
pay a bounty to the American wool 
grower is, under these conditions, one 
of the worst instances of an unw ar­ 


rantable enjoyment of government fav­ 
ors. 
The great bulk of our wool, as the 
Review and the census report show, Is 
raised In the western dlvlson of tho 
country by a relatively few lndlvldu 
als and corporations, who, llko the 
beef packing houses are in the enjoy 
ment of a privilege of taxing the pee 
pie of this country on the pretence that 
the benefit thus received is general and 
not special. The effect of this heavy tax 
Is to prevent 
people of this country 
from using and enjoying the benefits of 
wool fabrics to the extent that they 
should 
enjoy these. 
We 
are using 
on the average less wool 
in 
our 
m anufacturing industries 
than 
we 
were using ten years ago, and as our 
imports 
of woolen 
and 
worsted fa­ 
brics are no larger now than they 
have been in years past, the conclusion 
Is Irresistible that we are largely com­ 
pelled to do without fabrics made of 
wool. 
The prices are In effect, prohi­ 
bitory. and hence, instead of wool, the 
m aterials that we use are materially 
formed out of substitutes for this ani­ 
mal fibre. 
Clearly, if our population grows in 
ten years at the rate of more than 20 
per cent, and the wool which we use 
In m anufacturing falls off IO per cent. 
it is evident that we are not obtaining 
In this respect certain benefits 
that 
our people were enjoying only a few 
years ago. This conclusion is support 
cd by the evidence In this report, re­ 
printed from the United States census, 
concerning the amount of 
wool and 
other m aterials used by our worsted, 
woolen and carpet factories. Thus, in 
the census year of 1900 there was pro 
duced in the United States 118,000.000 
pounds of scoured wool. 
There was 
imported during 
that time, in round 
numbers, 96,000,000 pounds of 
foreign 
wool, this of course, In the fleece, be 
cause our rates of duty do not en­ 
courage the importation of 
foreign 
scoured wools. 
Assuming a shrink­ 
age of these foreign wools of 60 per 
cent, in the scouring, which is 
the 
average shrinkage of 
American wool 
and we have a total result of 38,400,000 
pounds of scoured foreign wool, or a 
total of 156,400,000 pounds 
of 
wool 
available for use.

the

cles, including cast off clothing, play­ 
things 
and so on. especially dolls, 
would be gladly received by Miss Pet­ 
tit, who conducts a school In the heart 
of the Kentucky mountains. 
The a r­ 
ticles would have to be shipped by 
next Monday In order to get there by 
Christinas. 
On motion of Mrs. Spalding it was 
voted to pack and send a barrel of 
articles for the school and upon fur­ 
ther motion it was voted to leave the 
m atter with the sociology department, 
all donations to be sent to the home 


of the chairman, M m Mary C. F ran ­ 
cis, 80 M ansur street, 
Mr. Hornbrook© was then Introduced 
and said In part: 
“Since tho days of Homer, tho mean­ 
ing of no 
words 
has grown 
less 
I nfinite, hut more pitted against one 
another than the two, charity and Jus­ 
tice. 
Some, no doubt, were a little 
shocked at reading the title of my 
subject this afternoon, they consider­ 
ing that Justice and charity are never 
to be compared In the same breath 
"Perhaps the 
reason 
for this Is 
that they have always associated Jus­ 
tice with a sense of severity and not 
having anything 
to do with the finer 
qualities of life. 
No one in this light 
would disparage charity in favor of 
justice. 
And on the other hand some 
people regard charity as a sublime ele­ 
ment, lauded by the apostles. 
It is 
In no such sense th at I wish to com­ 
pare the two this afternoon, but rath­ 
er on the tendency of some people to 
emphasize the one until the other is al­ 
most forgotten. 
“It hue been said by a moral histor­ 
ian that the same qualities and vir­ 
tues exist in every age. 
In the times 
before Christ, people were wont to 
emphasise the heroic and manly hut 
took no notice of the qualities of for­ 
bearance and forgiveness. These were 
forgotten and almost despised. 
But 
as time went on they came to a real­ 
ization that the passive virtues count­ 
ed for something as well as the active 
ones. 
Ever since the establishment 
of Christianity there has been a ten­ 
dency to emphasise the amiable to the 
detriment of other virtues. 
The ten­ 
dency has been to regard charity as 
an impulse, till often, justice has been 
almost forgotten. 
The world is full of 
illustrations of It. Speaking of charity 
aa an impulse we are often led away 
by people who say, 'Oh, he or she is 
a much hotter person. 
I like them 
much better.' 
We nil have our likes 
and dislikes but there is no person we 
would not see treated with 
justice 
whatever be our dislike to them. 
"In recent politics we have the case 
of Senator Quay, who, when he failed 
of re-election to the senate appealed to 
the governor of his state and was ap­ 
pointed by him- 
Mr. Quay appealed 
to Mr. Vest on the grounds of friend­ 
ship which fact contained no principles 
of justice, considering 
the 
position 
that Mr. Vest was in at the time. It 
was nothing more nor less than an ap­ 
peal 
of 
impertinence. 
Some 
people 
ire troubled by the growing habit of 
tipping. 
Home are troubled on ae- 
un* of the Inconvenience and others 
on grounds of economy, but really the 
serious objection is the effect on indi­ 
viduals who receive the tips. 
In light 
of all justice, all men are entitled to

all that his services to you are worth. 
But when a man accepts a tip, he is a 
man no more, he is degraded into a 
beggar.

“There are a elans of people who re­ 
gard charity as one of Its assets. When 
a man or woman feels ho he or she is 
in a bad way and your charity has 
done much more harm than 
It 
has 
good, it has degraded 
the 
recover 
from a man into a supplicant for alms. 
“We arc very apt to expend 
our 
charity as a result of our likes and 
dislikes. 
A woman once asked lf sh© 
had railed upon 
a so-called*, needy 
family replied that she had lait that 
she bud not contributed in any way 
t » their betterm ent. 
'They didn't la­ 
ten st me,' she said. 
Of course they 
didn't Interest her, 
Very 
people 
who are In need of our uid do interest 
us. 
And so It goes. 
“Few people are capable of grati­ 
tude. 
Only the finest natures in hu­ 
man life arc capable of realisfng and 
showing heartfelt gratitude. Hut we 
should not regard that Out keep right 
on doing what we consider to he our 
duty. 
“One of the noblest traits of hum an­ 
ity Is the love of a mother for lier boy 
whom, perhaps, no one else loves. Bur 
there la a danger in that, noble as it 
is. 
fine is liable to be unjust regard­ 
ing the rights of others who may stand 
between her and Un! object of her love. 
"In the light of all my experience I 
would rather deal with one who ac ts 
on strict principles of Justice, than one 
who dispenses < harity only us a result 
of impulse. 
Mod deliver me from a 
selfish sentim entalist. 
"W hen we think of Justice, we arc 
too liable to look upon it 
u h some­ 
thing merely legal. 
It has taken Jus­ 
ti ce a long time to flower out In hu­ 
man lift'. 
We must get rid of this 
idea of Justice. W hat Is it? 
The hest 
way perhaps, to answer the question Is 
to ask yourself w hat 
you 
expect 


others to do to you. 
It* cannot be ai 
one-sided question, 
In this one can 
see how far Justice goes. 
"In dealing with the poor we think 
charity must do it all, when in reality 
Justice. In its largest aense, does much 
more good than do those who deal in 
maudlin charity." 
The speaker dwelt at length upon 
the three different kinds of poor the, 
“Mod’s poor," “Devil’s poor,” and “poor 
devils.'' 
Speaking of the latter, ha 
said, “You m ust understand him in the 
light of Justice and then be as chari­ 
table as you can with him,” 
“W hat we want In this world,'* he 
continued, “is justice. 
If we had it 
200 yearn ago we would have no need 
of charity today. 
Let us have charity 
but let our charity be guided by our 
sense of Justice.”

weighers and m easurers con 
needed with the office. When the char 
ter was adopted by the city all previ­ 
ous conflicting ordinances became nul­ 
lified and with them 
the 
ordinance 
which provided for the measuring of 
wood by the city measurer. 
That's 
why neither the city sealer nor Tommy 
Little saw any of the wood 
at 
the 
sealer’s office for the agent and his 
office measurers did the work them ­ 
selves as required to by the statute, 
Thus as the city charter was adopted 
about six years ago Tommy is Just that 
many years behind the times in regard 
to the manner of m easuring the city’s 
wood piles.

Mr. Gowdy has sent written in­ 
structions to each of the doctors in which 
he asks them to spare no efforts to make 
the investigation searching. 
The com­ 
mission has already conferred regarding 
its plans, but it has not yet been set­ 
tled when the autopsy will take place. 
Mf. Gowdy 
is now 
seeking to obtain 
porsesslon of the remains, 
but it will 
probably be necessary to make an appli­ 
cation to the examining magistrate. The

In going to South Africa. The Irish 
viceroy, proceeding then to deal with

t i their betterment. 
'They didn’t In­ 
terest me,* she said. 
Of course they 
didn't Interest her. 
Very few people

"God's poor," “Devil’s poor,” and “poor 
devils." 
Speaking of the latter, h* 
said. “You must understand him In the 
light of Justice and then be tis chari­ 
table as you can with him.” 
“ W hat we want in this world," he 
continued, "Is justice*. 
If we had it 
200 yearn ago we would have no need 
of charity today. 
Let us have charity 
but let our charity be guided by our 
sense of justice.’'

The board of directors of the Boston 
and N orthern Street Railroad com pany 
respectfully petition 
your

board for a location of tracks as fol­ 
lows: 
Commencing at and connecting 
with the location of tracks on Andover 
street, at its juncture with Hood Farm, 
so-called; thence 
in a 
northeasterly 
direction, over and along Hood road to 
Law rence or River 
road, 
so-called; 
thence over and along River road to Its 
intersection with the Andover road: 
thence over and along said Andover 
road to the dividing line, between the 
town of Tew ksbury 
and the 
town of 
Andover; 
a 
double 
’track, 
together 
with the necessary curves, switches, 
cross connections, etc. 
Also for the right to erect and m ain­ 
tain the necessary poles for the su p ­ 
port of the overhead wire system, nfld 
for the permission to operate cars over 
the above named location by electric­ 
ity.

STOPS THE PLIGHT OP A MILLION-

of hum ane em ploym ent are capable of 
realization.

Of Krupp Firm Classed 


as Swindle

against the deceased but analyzes the

system of

K rupp 
firm. 
which, it says, Is a "species of refined 
swindling.” adding: 
"The enormous so-called 
benevolent 
funds have been 
built up by com pul­ 
sory contributions 
from the employes 
who cduld be arbitrarily 
deprived of 
participation in the advantages. 
They 
are 
required 
to 
contribute 
2*4 per 
cent, of their wages for 
20 years be­ 
fore they are eligible to a pension upon 
disability. In 
the 
meantime, 
if an 
amploye Is discharged 
or resigns 
he 
all he ha* contributed, ofter 
ex­ 
ceeding $250. The employes are m or­ 
ally and economically 
terrorized and 
m ust in humility accept every petty 
regulation of the Arm's officials or lose 
2% per cent, of w hat they have earn ­ 
ed 
In the Arm's service. This terror­ 
ism is applied to 
political 
opinions, 
where -4*iey become known. 
The num ­ 
b er of men leaving or discharged dur­

SUICIDE 


Report 
on 
Death 
of 
Hrs. Gore 


Doctors Say That Death 
W as 
Caused by an Aimed Weapon 
— A Post-Mortem Examination 
Held Today—Suspected Russian 
Has Been Released 


By Associated Kress to The Sun. 
PARIS, Nov. 
25.—The 
independent 
post-m ortem exam ination 
of the re­ 
m ains of Mrs. Ellen Gore (who was 
shot and killed W ednesday last in the 
ap artm en t of the Russian singer De 
Rydzewski) by the commission of four 
American doctors appointed by Con­ 
sul-General Gowdy a t the instance of 
the state departm ent, a t W ashington, 
was made this morning a t the morgue. 
It tended to establish the fact that 
Mrs. Gore did not com m it suicide. 
The American doctors found th a t the 
bullet entered the pupil of the right 
eye, cutting the lower eyelid, 
and 
emerged in the rear of the right side 
of the head at less than half an inch 
elevation from the point of entry. The 
body bore no m arks of a struggle and 
there were no powder m arks a t the 
entrance of the wound. 
The doctors have been given forty- 
eight hours in which to consult the 
official report. 
Mr. Gowdy, in the meantime, has or­ 
dered them not to give any official 
opinion on the case. 
He is seeking to 
avoid a clash with the French experts. 
The report of the American commis­ 
sion will be restricted to the pathology 
of the wound and the direction of the 
bullet, with no opinion as to the cause 
of death. 
The four American doctors, Messrs. 
A. J. Mangin, Edm und L. Gros, T u rn ­ 
er and Whitmen, were present at the 
exam ination as were al^o Dr. Socquet 
(who made the first autopsy) at the 
request of the French officials and M. 
Paquet, representing Mr- Gowdy. The 
body was brought into the am phithe­ 
atre used for dem onstrations before 
students. 
Dr. Socquet explained the 
course of the first autopsy and 
the 
American doctors 
carefully 
made 
their own Inspection but they made no 
new' incisions. 
The skull had 
been 
sawed in two p arts along the course 
of the wound, which 
perm itted the 
Americans to make m easurem ents to 
establish the range of the bullet. 
It 
was obvious th a t the range was not 


greatly upwards, as as first announc­ 
ed, but was almost parallel with the 
earth, indicating the 
theory 
that 
death was caused by an aimed w eap­ 
on. 
The expression of such an opinion, 
however, was carefully avoided by the 
doctors, as their examination was re­ 
stricted to the course ana surroundings 
of the wound. 
The absence of pow­ 
der m arks at the entrance 
to 
the 
wound was partly accounted for by 
the use of smokeless pow'der although 
the American officials insist that sui­ 
cide would have compelled the hold­ 
ing 
of the 
weapon 
so close 
to 
the 
wound that it would have been some­ 
what burned. 
Before the doctors sep­ 
arated, they agreed to meet later, com­ 
pare their views and form ulate a w rit­ 
ten report, which Is not expected to be 
completed before tomorrow. 
The provisional release of DeRyd- 
zewskt yesterday is considered as es­ 
tablishing the view of the French a u ­ 
thorities of the innocence of the R us­ 
sian, but he is still under surveillance 
and if he attem pts to leave this city, 
he will be liable to arrest as a fugitive 
from Justice. 
The American officials 
do not expect tlfat DeRydzewski will 
be further 
actively 
prosecuted, 
a l­ 
though he will probably be arraigned 
later on the minor charge of 
having 
possession of a revolver and of care­ 
lessly participating in 
the 
circum ­ 
stances which caused the death of Mrs. 
Gore. 
Mr. Gowdy received from the state 
departm ent this m orning 
a 
request 
from Mrs. Gore’s relatives to take pos­ 
session of 
her 
effects. 
Accordingly, 
he took charge of two trunks, a good 
deal of music and a little jewelry. 
The 
articles showed the 
simple 
refined 
tastes of the deceased. 
The burial 
place of the rem ains of 
Mrs. Gore has been changed to the 
Bagneux cemetery owing to its being 
unsectarian. 
Mr. Gowdy has leased a 
lot there for five years, during which 
tim e the relatives of the deceased will 
decide w hether they will remove the 
body to America.

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In the wool manufacturing establish­ 
ments was only 3 per cent., the In­

I rantable enjoyment of government fav­ 
ors. 
I 
The great bulk of our wool, as the 
Review and the census report show, is 
I raised in the western divlson of the 
country by a relatively few individu­ 
als and corporations, who, like the 
beef packing houses are in the enjoy­ 
ment of a privilege of taxing the peo­ 
ple of this country on tho pretence that 
the benefit thus received is general and 
i not special. The effect of this heavy tax 
is to prevent 
people of this country 
from using and enjoying the benefits of 
wool fabrics to the extent that they 
should enjoy these. 
We 
are using 
on the average less wool 
in 
our 
manufacturing industries 
than 
we 
were using ten years ago, and as our 
imports 
of woolen 
and 
worsted fa­ 
brics are no larger now than they 
have been In years past, the conclusion 
Is irresistible that we nre largely com­ 
pelled to do without fabrics made of 
wool. 
The prices are in effect, prohi­ 
bitory, and hence, instead of wool, the 
materials that we use are materially 
formed out of substitutes for this ani­ 
mal libre. 
Clearly, lf our population grows in 
ten years at the rate of more than 20 
per cent, and the wool which wre use 
In manufacturing falls off IO per cent. 
it is evident that we are not obtaining 
in this respect certain benefits 
that 
our people were enjoying only a few 
years ago. Thin conclusion is support­ 
ed by the evidence in this report, re­ 
printed from the United States census, 
concerning the amount of 
wool and 
other materials used by our worsted, 
woolen and carpet factories. Thus, in 
the census year of 1900 there was pro­ 
duced in the United States 118,000,000 
pounds of scoured wool. 
There was 
imported during 
that time, in round 
numbers, 96,000,000 pounds of 
foreign 
wool, this of course, in the fleece, be­ 
cause our rates of duty do not en­ 
courage the importation of 
foreign 
scoured wools. 
Assuming a shrink­ 
age of these foreign wools of 60 per 
cent, in the scouring, which is 
the 
average shrinkage of 
American wool 
and we have a total result of 88,400,000 
pounds of scoured foreign wool, or a 
total of 156,400,000 pounds 
of 
wool 
available for use. 
But in the year 1900 there w’as used 
in 
the woolen, worsted 
and carpet 
mills of this country more than 170,- 
000,000 pounds of cotton and shoddy— 
that is. the use of wool substitutes In 
these textile factories represented 
a 
considerably larger quantity of mater­ 
ial than was represented 
by 
the 
weight of 
the wool thus consumed. 
Our whole wool and woolen 
industry 
is on an artificial basis. 
In the last i 
census decade, although the increase 
in our 
population was considerable, i 
the increase in the number of employes i

In no such sense that I wish to com­ 
pare tho two this afternoon, but rath­ 
er on the tendency of some people 
to 
emphasize tho one until the other is al­ 
most forgotten. 
"It has been said by a moral histor­ 
ian that 'the same qualities and vir­ 
tues exist In every age. 
In the times 
before Christ, people were wont to 
emphasize the heroic and manly but 
took no notice of the qualities of for­ 
bearance anti forgiveness. These were 
forgotten and almost despised. 
But 
as time went on they cnme to a real­ 
ization that the db salve virtues count­ 
ed for Hornething as well us the netlvft 
ones. 
Ever since the establishment 
of Christianity there has been a ten­ 
dency to emphasize the amiable to the 
detriment of other virtues. 
The ten­ 
dency has been to- regard charity as 
an Impulse, till often, Justice has been 
almost forgotten. 
The world is full of 
Illustrations of It. Speaking of charity 
aa an impulse we are often led away 
by people who say, ‘Oh, he or she is 
a much better person. 
I like them 
much better.’ 
We all have our likes 
and dislikes but there Is no person we 
would not see treated with 
justice 
whatever be our dislike to them. 
“In recent polities we have the case 
of Senator Quay, who, when he failed 
of re-election to the senate appealed to 
the governor of his state and was ap ­ 
pointed by him* 
Mr. Quay appealed 
to Mr. Vest on the grounds of friend­ 
ship which fact contained no principles 
of justice, considering 
the 
position 
that Mr. Vest was in at the time. It 
was nothing more nor less than an ap­ 
peal of impertinence. 
Home people 
ave troubled by the growing habit of 
tipping. 
Home are troubled on ac­ 
count of the inconvenience and others 
on grounds of economy, but really the 
serious objection Is the effect on Indi­ 
viduals who receive the tips. 
In light 
of all justice, all men are entitled to

"We arts very apt to expend 
our 
charity as a result of our Ukes and 
dislikes. 
A woman once asked lf she 
had called upon

she had not contributed In any way 
to their betterment. 
'They didn’t In­ 
ter* st me,’ she said. 
Of course they 
didn’t interest lur.

"Few people nre 
ch pa hie of grati­ 
tude. 
Only the fittest natures in hu­ 
man life are capable of realizing and 
showing heartfelt gratitude.

God deliver me from a 
selfish sentimentalist. 
"When we think of justice, we ore 
too liable to look upon It as so m e ­ 
thing merely legal. 
it has taken Jus­ 
tice a long time to flower out In hu­ 
man life. 
We must get rid of this 
Idea of justice. W hat Is It? 
The hest 
way perhaps, to answer the question Is 
to ask yourself what 
you 
expect 


others to do to you. 
If" cannot be « 
one-sided question. 
In this one can 
see bow far Justice goes. 
"In dealing with tho poor we think 
charity must do it all, when in reality 
Justice, in its largest senne, doe® much 
more good than do those who deal 111 
maudlin charity." 
The speaker dwelt at length upon 
tho three different kinds of poor the, 
"God’s poor," ‘'Devil’s poor," and "poor 
devils." 
Speaking of the totter, ho 
p lid, "You must understand him In the 
light of justice and then bo as chari­ 
table as you can with him.” 
"W hat we want in this world," he 
continued, "Is justice, 
If we had it 
200 yearn ago we would have no need 
of charity today. 
Bet uh have charity 
but let our charity be guided by our 
sense of Justice."
